shockingly manifested in the suddea and untimely death of our 
much loved and lamented President, Warren G. Harding, whom 
an all-wise Providence has called from the scene of his earthly 
labors at a time when his usefulness and service to his country 
seemed most needed. In his death we mourn the loss of an able 
and high-mindd leader and statesman and a true and faithful 
public servant, and our Hearts go out with a full measure of 
sympathy to the noble and brave" .woman who survives him— 
his sorrowing and stricken widow. 


In his proclamation appointing Friday, August 10", the day 


"when the remains of the late President -will be laid to rest, as a 
day of mourning and prayer throughout the land, President 
Coolidge calls upon the people "to assemble on that day in their
